Declaratory  resolution,  drawing,  waiver  and  property  ownership  list 
completed  and  attached. 

The  Planning  Director  has  recommended  that  this  street  not  be  opened, 
mainly  because  a greater  number  of  lots  could  be  obtained  by  platting  them 
on  Smith  Street  and  Gay  Street  instead  of  on  the  proposed  street.  A field 
check  revealed,  however,  that  the  lots  on  the  proposed  street  already  have 
houses  on  them,  and  when  the  property  was  transferred  a provision  was  made 
for  a street,  but  it  was  never  dedicated  to  the  City  for  such  purposes. 

I agree  with  Mr.  Jones  that  a street  never  should  have  been  proposed  here 
in  the  first  place,  but  since  houses  have  been  built  on  it,  and  residents 
on  side  streets  in  this  area  are  dependent  upon  this  street  being  opened 
to  get  water  lines  to  their  property,  I recommend  that  it  be  opened  as 
requested . 

Mr.  Jones  also  recommended  that,  if  opened,  the  street  be  given  a name 
different  than  Southview  Drive  to  avoid  a duplication.  I agree  with  this 
and  will  prepare  a new  resolution  if  instructed  what  street  name  should  be 
used . 

While  preparing  the  waiver  for  this  opening,  we  discovered  there  was  an 
error  in  the  descriptions  and  the  correct  property  owners,  as  recorded. 

We  have,  therefore,  acquired  the  names  of  all  property  owners  who  could 
possibly  be  affected,  although  we  are  aware  that  the  descriptions  are  not 
all  correct. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  I recommend  that  the  waiver  be  honored  and 
immediate  approval  be  given  to  this  opening,  as  a public  hearing  will  not 
be  necessary.
